12 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

4 (2 Isabonafide, currently registered student at the ingtitution and has
5 been suspended or expelled from the ingtitution, for the duration of the suspension or
6 expulsion; or

7 (3) Actsin amanner that disrupts or disturbs the normal educational
8 functions of theinstitution.

9 [(D)] (© Administrative personnel, [and] authorized employees of any public
10 institution of elementary, secondary, or higher education, AND PERSONS DESIGNATED
11 IN SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS SECTION may demand identification and evidence of

12 qualification from any person who desires to use or enter the premises of the

13 indtitution.

14 [(0)] (D) The governing board of any public ingtitution of dementary,
15 secondary, or higher education may enter into an agreement with appropriate law
16 enforcement agenciesto carry out theresponsibilities of this section when:

17 (1) Theinditution is closed; or

18 (2 None of the persons designated in subsection [(a)] (B) of this section
19 arepresent in the buildings or on the grounds of the ingtitution.

20 [(d)] (E) A person isguilty of amisdemeanor and on conviction is subject to a
21 finenot exceeding $1,000, imprisonment not exceeding 6 months, or both if he:

22 D Trespasses on the grounds of any public ingitution of elementary,
23 secondary, or higher education;

28 (3) Willfully damages or defaces any building, furnishing, statue,
29 monument, memorial, tree, shrub, grass, or flower on the grounds of any of these
30 indtitutions.
